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HOW A CHICAGO WAITER, 


WHO GOT THE GAMBLING FEVER, 


WON AND LOST A FORTUNE 





He Had Been Playing His Salary Against the Faro Bank for 
Months Before He Finally Made a Winning.

This Is the story of a Chicago walter who thought he 
would like to play a little faro. He went up against a 
good game and won out $36,000. This sudden fortune 
turned his head and he went on a sprée that wus pic- 
turesque enough to attract tive attention of all the sport- 
ing men in the West. When he had sobered up some- 
what he resumed his play. Ina short while he went 
broke, and then he gota job as a waiter again. The 
tale is told by one of the best known gamblers in the 
country: 

“There wasa red-headed, bow-legged, smooth-fac d, 
guwky-looking waiter who served me at my restaur- 
nut. ile was attentive, and when he got to know me 
he would suggest things for me to eat when I appeared 
as jf undecided what I wanted. Later on he began 
coming to my faruv bank tables. Finally it got to be a 
habit with him, Regularly every S:turday night he 
would take his week’s wages, Walk up the steps lead- 
ing to my place, buy $10 in red clips, and in the end 
go away without «a cent. He kept this up for two years. 
‘The $10 represented his week's wages and he lived off 
the tips he received. I never knew him to leave with 
adime. He would take the ‘soda card’ and play it 
through one deal to lose. His bets were wever over 
halfadollar. The next deal he would copper the soda, 
and then it would win. Never in my gambling ex- 
perience did I see bad luck follow a fellow so persist- 
ently. 

One Saturday night he came in 
But before he could buy chips I forbade the dealer 
from selling him any. I took the wuiter uside and wid 
him why I had given tie order. I was doing it for his 
good. If hewanted to gumble his money away he 
could go to some other house, I told him; but as for 
me, I had won the last dollar from him I was going to 
win. Loffered him $100 it he would stay away from 


as was his custom. 


cards fcr six months, but he would make me no 
promise. 
“There were three tablesinthe room. I had given 


the order forbidding him to play to but one of the 
dealers. He had been his favorite, and I thought if he 
couldn’t get to play with bim he would go on away. 
Soon the rooms were crowded, aud in the shuffle ot 
feet I lost sight of the red head. Pretty soon one of 
my men came over to me and suggested that I ex- 
change dealers—swap the men about—for, said he, 
there wasa man at Starke’s layout who had all the 
chips in the check rack in front of him. I walked over 
to take a look, and who should I see but my waiter. 
He was having everythings come his way—was whip- 
sawing the deal, calling the turn, putting his chips 
town recklessly on every card on the board, to pick 
hen up again after th y had been doubled. Of course 
{ kept quiet. Really, I was glad he was havinga 
change of luck, Instead of exchanging dealers, I let 
ine old one stay, and the waiter kept on winnipg. 

“About every ten minutes he would order a drink, 
nnd I thought thatin a little while he woujd get so 
drunk he would naturally quit. But he didqt. He 
played on until daylight, when T ordered the-dealer to 
turn the box over. Then the waiter’s chips were 
counted, and they represented an even $36,000. He 
wanted the money then and there, but I refused to 
giveitto him, A gang of toughs were in the room, 
and I knew if he went out of my place with that much 
money on his person he would never get to his home 
with it. 

“Come in Monday and I will give itto you,’ said I. 

“He cursed around and threatened me with the po- 
lice and all that sort of stuff. ButI knew it was the 
whiskey in him that was talking. Atallevents, I re- 
fused to give him more than $100. With that he went 
away. This was on a Sunday morning. Monday 
passed, ‘Tuesday slipped by, Wednesday came, Thurs- 
day dawned, and still no red head. 

“No one I could find could throw any light on his 
wherenbouts. I got uneasy and reported his absence 
to the police. Weli, along about 9 o’clock on Thursday 
night hecamein. He was as straight asa string, but 
he had been drunk. He said he had come for his 
money and that he was going to New York on the 11 
o'clock train. I didn’t have that amount of cash in 
the safe, but I agreed to give him $15,000, and prom- 
ised if he would telegraph me his address in New York 
that I would forward the balance by express or any 
other way he might want meto send it. That was 
entirely satistactory to him, and I counted him 
$15,000. Ashe rolled the money and started to put 
itin his pocket he suggested that everybo'y in the 
house have a bottle of champagneonhim, ‘Sure 
thing, we said.

“*Well,’ said he, ‘I'll just put thison the high card,’ 
Ife did, and the high card lost. He looked at the cards 
for a moment, then went In his pocket and skinned off 
atew bills. Inless than ten minutes he was playing 
like a fiend, and in less than three hours he was as dead 
broke as any hobo that ever stole a ride on a freight 
coppered and called

sun But he was game. te 
saw his chips fly away as if they were

possessed of wings. When he got down to about $1,000 
I begged him to quit, but he wouldn't. Ina little while 
he had to stop, for he had neither money nor credit. 

“As he started away I called him and slipped a $100 
bill into his hand, exacting the promise that he would 
not gamble with it, but would buy something he could 
keep. 

“He had won that much money—as I[ say, $36,000— 
and had bought for himself, outside of drinks and car- 
riage rides he spent the first hundred for, not so much 
asa shoestring. Whatbecame ofhim? In a week he 
was back at the restaurant waiting on tables again and 
justas attentive to the patrons asI had ever known 
him to be. From the dining room he drifted to 'Frisco, 
and one nighthe ran a $1 bill up to $6.000, and the 
next morning he took ashipto Japan. I have never 
heard of him since.”

Champion Knocked Down Several Times---Thirty Seconds More Would Have 
Finished the Job---Broad Put Up a Game Battle.

Terry McGovern succeeded in outpointing “Kid” 
Broad ina six-round contest in Chicago on Nov. 13, 
but tailed to knock the Clevelander out as he was ex- 
pected to do by his admirers. Although at the end 
Broad was pretty well used up he had demonstrated 
himself to be a sturdy opponent, and during the time 
he was in the game fought back with all the abandon 
ofa man of courage and gameness who believed he 
hadachance to win. Good critics of pugilism who 
witnessed the battle were unanimous in praising the 
little fellow and it was their opinion that the Brooklyn 
whirlwind never had a man in front of him who came 
back at him more aggressively and who gave him as 
much of a fight in the same time. Broad gave a splen- 
did display of fighting ability, mixing it freely with 
McGovern at all stages and scoring two clean knock 
downs. A third time he landed a left on McGovern, 
sending him nearly down, 

Broad kept his feet throughout the fight except in 
the first round, when he was knocked down, and in the 
sixth, when he went down of hisown accord to rest. 
He could not have fought another round, however, 
and was completely smothered by the storm of blows 
which the champion rained upon him, 

After the third round the featherweight champion 
gained a lead and by husbanding his strength managed 
to keep it. 

He had considerable force in reserve by the time the 
sixth round opened, and he dealt out the severest pun- 
ishiment, Brow! was buttered to the floor before the 
round was a minute old. It looked for a second as if 
he had grown discouraged and was about tocry enough, 

He arose again and ‘Terry went after him like a tiger 
cat. Broad went to clinching and by dint of holding 
on managed to keep his feet till the ‘cease fighting’’ 
sounded, 

It was a savage fig'it from beginning toend, It was 
replete with breast to breast work and the spectators 
were ina ferment ofexcitement throughout the mill. 

Before the little fellows had been smashing each 
other many secouds the fact that one lad was a cham- 
pion and the other a novice was lost sicht of; it was an 
equal thing between a pair of human fighting machines 
and «a knockout either way seemed imminent. Veteran 
fizht followers, who as a rule gaze upon ring events 
without becoming agitated, were in a frenzy. 

The fight was made under the articles calling for 
126 pounds at3 o’c ock. McGovern’s weight was an- 
nounced at 12214 and Broad’s as 125. 

Round 1—MecGovern led with the right and miussed, 
followed with left and missed, then landed a left on 
jv, staggering Broad. Broud missed several lefts. 
Bro d staggered McGovern with a hard right on breast. 
MeGovern landed a left on face and several hot ex- 
changes followed, Broad holding his own, 

Mc Govern landed a hard right on the@jaw, sending 
Broud down for the count of nine. Immediately atter 
B: oud rose he mixed it, landing a savage left on the 
jaw, sending McGovern to the floor. Broad followed 
up his advantage, but McGovern was too quick for 
him, and soon had him staggering around the ring 
again. 

Round 2—McGovern landed a hard right on face, 
Broad countering with right swing on the jaw, sending 
McGovern to the floor. Broad sentin a hot left on the 
kidneys and McGovern rushed him to the ropes, where 
hot infighting followed, Broad having somewhat the 
better of it. 

Round 3—As they came out of their corners Broad 
sturted right at McGovern, staggering him with a right 
on thegjiaw. McGovern came back with a right on the 
heart, and a hot mixup followed. . McGovern blocked 
severul leads made by Broad and then rushed him 
into a corner, bombarding him on the stomach with 
right and left. 

Broad was staggered with aleft on the jaw, and Mc- 
Govern, following him closely, landed hard right on 
the stomach, weakening Broad badly. He took a 
strong brace and fought back viciously, clinching, how- 
ever, whenever he had « chance. 

Round 4—Both came out from their corners slower 
than inthe preceding rounds. Broad had evidently 
taken courage during his minute’s rest and led fre- 
quently with right and left, McGoyern blocking every 
blow. McGovern turned loose with hard left on the 
stomach, Broad countering with right on the shoulder. 
Broad led twice with leftand McGovern blocked both 
blows. McGovern rushed and Broad was as willing to 
meet him as he was to come, and met him with hot 
exchanges. 

Round 5—McGovern sent right to body, Broad com- 
ing back with lefton neck. McGovern jarred Broad 
with left on head, Broad was backing around the ring 
very tired, McGovern following him and landing right 
and left with great regularity. Broad made astand in 
McGovern’s corner, landed right on the jaw, swung his 
left to the same place and then sent right tojjaw again. 
McGovern was wild at these three blows, and rushed 
savagely at Broad, landing righton the jaw, sending 
him beck wards, and then sent left to the neck and up- 
percut him with right below the heart. Broad backed 


away continually, going around and around, Me- 





Govern following closely. Broad put left to face as the 
bell rang. 

Round 6—McGovern came out this time to finish his 
man, if possible, and if the round had lasted thirty sec- 
onds more he would have done so. He landed aright 
on the jaw, following it with left to the nose, which 
brought blood in stream, and then sent a right to 
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in a half conscious Condition, The men were in the 
centre ofthe ring when the end came, and as McGoyv 
ern turned to his corner, Broad put both hands ou his 
soulders, aud placing his bloudy face close to McGov- 
eru’s gave him ahearty kiss. Reteree Siler awarded 
the decision to McGovern.

REPUBLICANS SAID TO FAVOR BOXING IN NEW YORK CITY.

Little Chance of the Clubs Reopening, However---Malcontents at the Bottom of 
It---One Wise Police Official. 


An extravagant amount of airy persiflage 
bas been wasted by the pugilistic orators during the 
past few weeks in an effort to revive interest in the 
fighting game and incidentally to determine the recep- 
tive condition of the public mind on the subject of an- 
other champlonship fight. I reiterate that the effort 
was a futile one, for all the talk indulged in by Jeffries, 
Corbett, Fitzsimmons, et al., only evoked ridicule, aud 
the fact that Jetiries and Sharkey really did get 
together and sign some sort of an agreemeiut to fight 
some time, somewhere in the somewhat remote future 
only caused a gladsome smile to Illuminate the features 
of those whoatill retain a recollection of the size and 
quality of the gold brick which Corbett and McCoy re- 
cently handed out. Itisanold and trite saying that 
New Yorkers are the easiest gulled people on earth, 
and certulnly someof the things they have stood for 
frou the pugilistic mob were calculated to impress one 
with the truth of theadage, but the putrid ¢ffluvium 
which urose from the Corbett-McCoy expose continues 
to linger in the public nostrils, and the effort made by 
Jefiries and Sharkey to remove it by courting attention 
to themselves Was a dire and dismal failure. The 
people of the Metropolis are about sick, tired and dis- 
gusted with the pugilisticgume. Lam outand among 
the best and most influential sporting people all the 
time and have varied and frequent opportunities to 
hear their sentiments in discussing the fistic situation, 
and from what Tum able to gather Io am more thor- 
oughly convinced than ever that the repeal of the Hor- 
ton law came ata very Opportune time, Interest in 
the game had begun to Jag, a suspicion that the fights 
were being “jJobbed” had beguu to tuke «a pretty firm 
root in the public mind and itonly needed such an affair 
as Corbett and McCoy provided to start a simculdering 
suspicion into flame, and the subsequent disclosures 
fanned the flame into a conflagration of sentiment 
against fighting and fighters. 

This fact was made apparent Wednesday, Nov. 14, 
when the matching of Jeffries and Sharkey for the 
heavywelght championship of the world, an event 
which would ordinarily justify alot of talk, exchange of 
opinions and discussions of the relative and respective 
qualifications of the two men, failed to evoke the slight- 
est particle of interest. Newspaper litelligence regard- 
ing the meeting of the two principals and the siguing 
of articles was limited to a paragraph barely enough to 
cover the news, avd I'll venture to say that a very 
stall proportion of the people who were wont to take 
un lively loterest In the doings of the fighters  nows to- 
day thata match for the tite of heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world is pending. 

Jeffries came to New York a week ago to exploit 
himself us an actor In a melo-dramatiec nightmare, and 
as it was a question whether the public would accept 
him in that capacity it became partof the managerial 
scheme to inject a little flavor of pugilism into the situ- 
ation to arouse more or less public interest in his ap- 
pearance. His coming was heralded by the following 
letter which was given extensive publicity: 

“T now stand prepared to makea match to pox any 
man in the world forthe heavyweight championship. 
I have to«lay deposited $2,500 in the hands of Al. 
Smith as a deposit to bind a match with any of the men 
mentioned in this challenge, under the conditions here- 
after stated. Itismy wish to meet Robert Fitzsim- 
mons aguin. Since ourlast match he has advanced 
sundry excuses for his s'gnal deteatat my hands. He 
has tried to delude the public into believing that foul 
play caused his defeat. ‘Those that saw the contest will 
admit that [won the champlonship on my merits. 
Since thattime, however, Fitzsimmons has defeated 
Rahlin and Sharkey in sensational fashion, and to-day 
he is considered by the sporting public as the man I 
should meet in my next battle for the championship. 
Therefore, I stand ready to give him another chance on 
any terms he may publicly accept. 

“If he isin earnest in his determination to retire, I 
have no desire to interfere with his plans, but I have it 
on good authority that his retirement is a ruse to avoid 
meeting me. Hecan make a fortune by defeating me, 
and Iam willing to give him that chance it he wants it. 
In case of his refusing the opportunity, I stand ready 
to meet Gus Ruhlin, who is considered the next best 
man. Failing to arrange a match with Rublin, I am 
willing to meet Sharkey, or, if sufficient time is given 
me between bouts, all three. 

“T will meet Fitzsimmons, Ruhlin and Sharkey at 
the Grand Opera House at 12 o’clock on Wednesday 
night. If Fitzsimmons fails to come to time, I will 
make « match with Ruhlin or Sharkey on terms to be 
discussed, and T as their managers or representatives 
to be on) hand ready to do business,” 

The nigger in the woodpile was disclosed in the 
paragraph which announced that the meeting must 
tuke place at the Grand Opera House, where Jettries 
was billed to appear during the week. None of the 
nueceptable places where meetings for this purpose are 
ordinarily held would do, but the opportunity for an 
ad. for the show must not be lost sight of, and hence 


the coange. Fitzsimmons, who regained miuch of his 








popularity through defeating Sharkey and Roblin, was 
named again as a prospective opponent, despite the oft 
reiterated announcement of his retirement. This, too, 
was done to lend a suggestion of sincerity to the cham- 
pion’s challenge, but the Australian Ceclined, for ob- 
vious reasons, to even nibble at the bait. A request for 
him or his representative to attend the meeting only 
brought forth the following response showing that Fitz 
was on to what he was required for: 

“I am booked solidly until the middle of May with 
‘The Honest Blacksmith’ and cannot afford to break 
my contracts, I understood Jeffries refused to meet me 
after my fight with Sharkey and that ‘The Man from 
the West’ was solidly booked. Business with me so far 
has been tremendous. I am sorry if Jefiries’ tour has 
been disappointing, and hope his managers are not can- 
celing his dates, RoBERT FI1ZsIMMONS.”’ 

Failing to lure the Australian into the scheme, a little 
“salve”? was thrown out to Gus Rublin, and the an- 
nouncement made that as he was the next best man to 
Fitz he would be an acceptable opponent for Jeffries, 
This was followed by statements to the eflect that Billy 
Madden, Rutilin’s manager, would be on hand with 
huge bunches of bank notes for the purpose of putting 
up any forfeits that were required; but Madden is a

The energetic Committee on Rumors finds 
agreeable occupation these days circulating stories 
about plans for the enactment of legislative measures 
intended to bring abouta revival of boxing in New 
York State. These in natural sequence follow the ante- 
election rumors about what certain influential mem- 
bers of the State Legislature intended doing in the way 
of framing a new law to supersede the obnoxious 
Lewis measure. Much depended, of course, upon the 
result of the election, and had the Democrats heen for- 
tunate enough to obtain the same amount of represen- 
tation at Albany as they had in the Legislature of 1899 
I have nota doubt but that a well advanced scheme 
would have taken material form and the much desired 
result would have been attained, but the overwhelin- 
ing slaughter of Democratic candidates has given the 
Legislature into the hands of the Republicans, who 
were responsible for the overthrow of the Horton law, 
and this precludes the likelihood of anything being 
done during the term of the incoming State adminis- 
tration. To corroborate this view a certain well-known 
member of the Legislature, who has been more or less 
identified with the boxing clubs of New York city, was 
emphatic in declaring to me the other day that there 
would be no boxing in the State for several years to 
come. He had bad a conversation on this point with 
Governor-elect Odell aud the latter expressed himself 
us being radically opposed tothe sport and would not 
sanction any legislation intended to permit the reopen- 
ing of the clubs. 

Yet despite what the governor-elect says I have been 
informed that a new boxing bill promises to be the re- 
sultof the Republican victory in this State. Nothing 
has as yet been definitely arranged for the resumption 
of the sport, but it is known that several “high-up’’ 
Plattites are looking forward to the convening of the 
new Legislature with the hope and possibly the assur- 
ance of sending through a measure that will legalize 
again the popular hit-stop-and-get-away game, 

A number of well-known men about town, who are 
hot Republicans, have come to the conclusion that the 
boxing game should be revived and that Mr. Platt is 
to be consulted. ‘The belief was expressed that Mr. 
Platt would consent. 

One of the gentlemen in question, a prominent sport- 
ing man, when seen atthe Fifth Avenue Ilotel, said:

pretty shrewd sort of a fellow, and I guess he looked 
into the matter deep enough to satisfy himself that 
there was no chance of a fight taking place, and so con- 
ventently absented himself from the gathering. 


Well, the eveniful day arrived, and contrary 
to expectation Tom Sharkey, unaccompanied by any 
body ina managerial capacity, was the ouly fighter 
with any pretension to championship class to put in 
an appearance, There was the usual talk beginning 
with “Well, you know what we're here for” and end- 
ing in the orthodox way. During the interval a lot of 
personalities were indulged in, a sample of which was 
given when Billy Brady ventured to express regret 
that Fitzsimmons was not present. Sharkey remarked 
that Fitz had retired from the ring, and that Fitz had 
personally told him so, Asked asto why the lanky 
fighter would not again enter the ring, the sailor pugi- 
list replied that he supposed it was because he is getting 
old, 

“He wasn’t so old,” retorted Brady, ‘but that he 
licked you and Rublin within a few days of each other 
only a month or two ago.” 

Of course, a match couldn’t be made without 
that sort of thing, but after all Sras said and 
done the business of the meeting was sifted down 
to an agreement between Jeffries and Sharkey to fight 
for the heavyweisht puzgilistic championship, under 
Marquis of Queensberry rules, To guarantee their ap- 
pearance in the ring the principals have each deposited 
$2,500. The bout will be held next May. the exact 
date not being named in the articles of agreement. 
There will be no side bet, although Jeffries wanted one 
of $10,000. The champion, through Manager Brady, 
Waived that point upon Sharkey’s agreement to allow 
the winner to take allthe purse. Bids for the match 
will be open until January, and the men will meet be-

It was with no little satisfaction I learned 
that through the action of an intelligent body of men 
composing a coroner's jury Bernard Carroll, of Detroit, 
was exonerated ofall blame for the death of ‘Kid’ 
O’ Brien, of Bay City, Mich., who died after a bout with 
the former. In this connection it isa pleasure to ac- 
cord favorable notice toa police official who checked 
an uprising of public sentiment against boxing growing 
out of this occurrence. Immediately after the episode 
occurred a terrific howl arose and all hands were ar- 
rested, The prosecuting attorney sought to convict all 
concerned of murderin the first degree, and sentence 
them for life, but Ralph Phelps, Jr., an influential po- 
lice commissioner of Detroit, stepped into the breech 
when an effort was made to make the sad occurrence a 
medium for stopping boxing in that city, and when 
asked if this would be the case replied: 

‘Personally I amin favor of all athletic games and 
sports, and I do not see why boxing, on account of this 
young man's unfortunate death, should cease in Detroit. 
Why, football is ten times as brutal. Ata big football 
match where twenty-two burly tellows with spiked 
shoes and armor pads are pitted aguinst each other, all 
the town’s belles, the society folks and good citizens 
turn out to see it and the game is lauded to the skies. 
Why, Ihave seen football games where the players 
gouged each other’s eyes and kicked each other and 
rained blows. Deaths in football games are frequent 
occurrences. I know of three fatal endings of games 
already this season—one in our own county.”

Newark Man Was Qutpointed in 
Six Lively Rounds, 


REFEREE STOPPED THE BOUT.

Loser Was Not Badly Punished and Could 
Have Fought On.

Jimmy Handler ot Newark represents the type of 
athlete who requires constant and rigorous practice to 
keep him up to form, When boxing was held lu New 
York city und he got plenty of opportunities to box he 
distinguished himself by giving some clever displays of 
his ability which won for him many batiles besides the 
enthusiastic regard of the regular patrons of the game; 
but since the demise of the Horton Jaw his opportuni- 
ties to appear in public have been comparatively iufre- 
quent, and when he appeared in Philadelphia on Nov. 
12 in a@ six-round bout with “Philadelphia” Jack 
O’ Brien he gave a disappointing display and was easily 
outpointed by the local man, who plainly had him 
badly distressed before the expiration of the final 
round, 

The contest, which had so exciting a termination, 
was a very tame affuir for the first five rounds. Hard- 
ly a good punch was landed by either man,and the 
spectators were early all on their feet and heading 
tor the doors as the men Came to the centre of the ring 
for the sixth round, 

In the first round the work was very light. O° Brien 
was as supple and active asa cat, while Ilandler was 
solid on his feet and waiting for a chance to landa 
hard punch. Jimmy never got the chance, for with 
Jack it was a case of hitand getaway, most of bis hit- 
ting being done with the left hand. The round was 
nearly over when O’ Brien used his right for the first 
time, sending a good, hurd drive to Handler's ribs, 

The constant jabbing of O' Brien set Handler's nose to 
bleeding in the second round, but the Newark man did 
not mind O' Brien’s light taps and kept chasing O' Brien 
ali around the ring, Jack cleverly avoiding Handler's 
attempts to hit him and jabbing back at every chance. 

Handler forced mattersin the first part of the third 
round and O’ Brien clinched a couple of times, the ref- 
eree having toforce him to break. Jack wokeupa 
little in the last part of the round and did some more 
Jabbing, but none of the blows seemed to hurt Handler 
very much, When themen went to their corners 
O’Brien had « cut over the eye. 

Handler came back strong for the fourth round and 
tried hard to reach O'’Brien’s jaw. But he could not 
getin a good punch, although he aid better when try- 
ing forthe body. In the last part of the round O' Brien 
landed a couple of blows on Handler's head, and rush- 
ing, Jimmy forced him to the ropes, but there was no 
harm done. 

In the filth round O’Brien landed a good right hand 
punch onthe Newark man’sjaw, but the rest of his 
work was the usual jabs, which Handler took without 
flinching. Handler kept trying fora punch but he 
failed to land anything very hard. 

The sixth round opened with both men looking fresh 
and strong enough to go on foran hour, Then O'Brien 
Started to force matters. Ile landed severai stiff 
jabs with his left and got in twoor three hard right 
handers on the jaw and head. Most of the work was 
done on Handler's side of the ring. IJILandler in twist- 
ing away turned his back to O Bren, and in turning 
again to face Jack he got a swing on the jaw which 
made Handler's head wobble. O’ Brieu forced Handler 
into Jimmy’s corner, and was, landing blows rapidly 
on Ifandler’s head when Reteree Roach stopped the 
bout, Handler was bleeding freely, and that may have 
had some influence on the referee, as the Newark man, 
in the opinion of many of the spectators, was far from

BOXING ENTHUSIASTS TOO NOISY. 


Patrons of boxing shows in Philadelphia are a pretty 
noisy and demonstrative crowd, judging from the re- 
ports of some recent occurrences, Willie Fitzgerald 
and Jack Farrell, of Wilmington, were boxing one of 
the fastest bouts that had ever been witnessed at the 
Central Athletic Club the other night, when, in the 
fourth round, the spectators got noisy and the club 
officials stopped the bout. 

The noise was started by Farrell’s seconds, who got 
excited and would not keep quiet when remonstrated 
with. Fitzgerald had the advantage in height and 
reach and looked to be heavier than Farrell, ‘The first 
round wasin the Wilmington boy's favor. He boxed 
good at close quarters and did some splendid infight- 
ing.
